Roebling has been to her invalid husband in 
his great work of building the Brooklyn 
bridge, from which it seems that without her 
support and assistance he would have been so 
hnndicaped and disabled by his illness that 
bis success would have been long deferred, if 
it had not been materially interfered with. 


She studied engineering in order to supple- 


ment his efforts, and became so well versed 
in the subject, that she was his most trusted 
assistant, carrying on the work, elaborating 
plans, supervising it all,and so supplementing 
her husband and his telescope that the grand 
work advanced majestically to its • comple- 
tion with scarcely a hindrance because of 
the illness of the man who was slowly evol- 
ving its spans and towers and arches from 
his brain. 


And for all this Mrs. Hoebling was accord- 


ed the rather empty honor of driving the 
first team over the bridge. Perhaps she does 
not care for public honor and acknowledg- 
ment It is probable that she does not.

When they do not caro 
for this, it has been of little consequence. But 
when the laurels of success have been as'.dear 
to them as to their brothers, the injustice is 
manifest.

Avoiding; Heat in Houses. 


Chicago Times. 


Farm-houses are likely to be very uncom- 


fortable during warm weather. 
They are 


ordinarily exposed to the sun on all sides. 
They are constructed with a view of having 
them warm during cold weather. They have 
poor facilities for ventilation. Generally the 
cooking, washing, and ironing for tho family 
are all done in them, and there is a large 
amount to do. These operations are com- 
monly performed in the kitchen, which is im- 
mediately connected with the rooms in which 
the members of the family sit and sleep in. 
Soft coal is ordinarily employed for fuel, and 
it produces a large amount of heat. The heat 
of the stove and the steam generated pene- 
trates all the rooms in the house. The cus- 
tom which prevails throughout the south of 
having a building for cooking and laundry 
purpose detached from the dwelling is a good 
one to introduce into the northern states. It 
might not be convenient to use it during the 
winter, but it would be a great addition to 
comfort during the warm weather. 
By the 


nse of oil stoves during the summer for light 
cooking and the beating of flat-irons much 
heat may be avoided. 
Those of good con- 


struction consume but a small amount of oil 
and are very easily managed. 
A supply o£ 


ice reduces tho time it is necessary to keep up 
fires in houses. By moans of it cooked food 
can be kept in good condition for a long 
time. Foods and drinks to be grateful to the 
taste should be considerably above or below 
the temperature of the air. Iced drinks are 
generally preferred in summer to those that 
are hot. An ico-houso on a farm will result 
in saving fuel and considerable labor in pre- 
paring food and drinks for the family.

BLOCMINGTON, 111., Jnly 8.—Mile. Litta, 


Bloomingtou's prima donna, succumbed 
to the summons of death at 8:30 Satur- 
day morning. The cause of her death 
was a complication of stomach, bowels, 
and kidney troubles, resulting in cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. The prominent fea- 
ture was almost constant delirium, which 
almost destroyed mental action, and 
caused an utter prostration of the nerves. 
She had been breaking down for a year 
or more, though the last attack that end- 
ed her professional career come about two 
months ago. For years she had suffered, 
at timed exceedingly, with stomach trou- 
bles, together with affection of the kid- 
neys of a serious character and other 
complications, including rheumatic affec- 
tions more or less severe. She sang for 
the last time at Escanaba, "Mich., May 9. 
She then went to Negaunee. where she 
was compelled to take her bed, and where 
she remained until June 5, when she was 
brought to her home in this city. While 
in Michigan it was evident that she would 
not recover, when she requested that if 
she must die she be taken home. When 
she arrived she was greatly emaciated and 
weak, and she continued to suffer, being 
unconscious and delirious ever since. For 
the most of the time she has lain in a 
stupor, excepting when raving with de- 
lirium. 


OBITUARY BEM ARKS. 


M'lle. Litta (Marie Eugenie Yon 


Eisner) was born in Bloomington, Jane 1, 
1856, and was in the 28th year of her age. 
Her father was Hugo Yon Eisner, a sou 
of a German nobleman, who was educa- 
ted in the German universities and was a 
natural and accomplished musician. 
Hngo came to America and in 1855 mar- 
ried one of his pupils, a Miss Dimmitt. 
Litta was the first child of this marriage. 
The family resided in Bloomington, and 
in 1870 they located in Decatnr, residing 
here four or five years. When only five 
years of age Litta gave evidence of great 
musical ability, that was subsequently 
developed under the careful instruction 
of her father. When ten years of age 
little Litta was taken by her father to 
Chicago, to Cleveland, and New York. 
She appeared in these cities in concert, 
creating a commendation as a prodigy. 
She often sang in concerts in Deoatur 
during the residence of the family here, 
once in old Macon Hall. On January 5, 
1872, at the opera house in Decatur, as- 
sisted by her father and sister, and Prof. 
O. A. Foster, Litta gave a charming con- 
cert, the audience being large and select. 
The BEPUBLICAN thus alluded to the 
treat on Jan. 11, '72: "Miss Marie is cer- 
tainly a vocalist of the very first order. 
Her voice is clear, smooth and flexible, 
and her execution of the most difficult 
operatic music ia fully equal to that of 
the best professional singers. Especially 
worthy of notice was her rendition of a 
very difficult selection from "Linda di 
Ghamounix." While at Cleveland Litta 
met Prof. Underner, who was impressed 
by her voice and became her preceptor. 
Mr. A. B. Hough, a wealthy resident of 
Cleveland, also became interested in 
Litta's success, and advanced the means 
to educate her. Tinder Prof. Underner's 
protection Litta went to Europe in Octo- 
ber 1874, and received a thorough operat- 
ic education. 


In London she sang before the venera- 


ble Sir Jules Benedict, who had been the 
teacher of Jenny Lind. His opinion of 
Marie's voice was highly favorable. At 
this time she was pronounced the most 
advanced pupil that ever left America. 
Already an artist, she was so regarded by 
all good judges. At the suggestion of 
Sir Benedict Madame Viardot, of Paris, 
became Marie's teacher, under whose 
training she rapidly advanced. In one 
year she mastered the operas, "Lucia," 
"Mignon," "Sonnambula," "Figaro," and 
the "Barber of Seville." Her vocalization 
was so remarkable that Mr. Mapleeon en- 
gaged her for an opera season in London, 
where her singing waa then a success. 
Beturning to Paris, she resumed her 
studies, paying special attention to vocal- 
ization and dramatic training under 
Madame Lagrange, tlie leading teacher of 
Europe. She rapidly advanced to the 
zenith of musical art. The fashionable 
world o( Paris occasionally listened to 
the beautiful voice of the new wonder, 
and soon Mons. Escndier made her an 
offer to appear at the Grand Opera House 
in Paris. Her first appearance was in 
"Lucia De Lammermoor," in which she 
sang under the name of Marie Litta for 
the first time. After her Parisian en- 
gagement, she had offers from operatic 
managers of Madrid, Berlin and Vienna. 
She filled a successful but limited season 
of five weeks at Vienna in April and May 
1878. Beturning to Paris she was en- 
gaged by Max Strakosoh for a tour in 
America. She made her American oper- 
atic debut at McVicker's Theater in Chi- 
cago in November, 1878, and received a 
grand ovation, also in New York, New 
Orleans, St. Louis, and at other cities she 
visited with the company. 


While she was delighting the people in 


Chicago, the Young Ladies' Keform Clnb 
engaged Litta through her manager, Max 
Strakosch, to pay Decatur a visit, the 
first on her return from Europe, and she 
did so, singing at the tabernacle on the 
evening of Thursday, Nov. 20th, before a 
great audience. 
Max Strakosch came 


down from Chicago with Litta and her 
mother, Mrs. Von Eisner, and her sister 
and brother came here from Bloomington 
to witness Decatur's ovation. That even- 
ing Litta sang an aria from "Lucia di 
Lammermoor," "Carnival of Venice," 
"Robert toi que j'aime" and other more 
familiar selections in response to recalls, 
and was accompanied OB the piano by 
Miss Dollie Millikin, now in Europe.— 
Messrs. Bunn, Ferrisa, Bumstead, Wes- 
sels and Prof. Wilkinson also assisted in 
this concert. 
Subsequently Litta ap- 


peared at the opera house, under the man- 
agement of F. W. Haines. Her last ap- 
pearance in Decatur was at the taberna- 
cle, on Jnne 14th, 1882, when Litta was 
supported by her own concert company. 
In 1879 Manager F. W. Haines, of this 
city, engaged Litta for a week of con- 
certs, when she sang at Champaign, Dan- 
ville, Springfield, Jacksonville, Quincy, 
Decatur and Peoria, clearing $865, the 
largest receipts for a week's concert tour 
she ever received, and she took occasion 
to express her gratitude to Mr. Hainea 
for his excellent management. 


Litta was the hope and support of her 


mother, who is nearly heartbroken over 
the untimely death of ber accomplished 
and industrious 
daughter, a favorite 


•wherever she appeared, especially so iii 
Decatur, where the news of her death is 
received with many expressions of regret 
and sadness. Litta was not only a great 
singer, bnt a lady, virtuous, courteous 
and kind. Since the fall of 1880 she baa 
been under the management of Slayton's 


Lyceum Bureau of Chicago, and since 1880 
she has given 615 concerts. This hard 
work gradually wore her out, and she was 
an easy victim of the disease which closed 
her brilliantcaiesr. The Chicago Tribune 
thus describes the personal appearance 
of the deceased: "Marie Litta was a 
blonde of statuesqn* form, with strongly 
marked countenance and a very agreea- 
ble stage presence. Her voice was one of 
remarkable evenness and soundness in all 
registers, agreeable in quality, and of 
more than ordinary compass. The pecu- 
liar quality of her voice was its phenomer 
nal flexibility, coupled with absolute 
parity and dramatic power, seldom found 
combined in one voice. Her singing was 
always thoroughly artistic, and she never 
failed to impress her hearers with the idea 
that hers was the highest ideal in vocal 
art, and that she was bent upon a full 
development of the noble gifts nature had 
bestowed upon her."

Found Dead In a Shanty. 


Saturday on the Cussick farm, in Oak- 


ley township, 6 miles northeast of Deca 
tur, the badly decomposed body of 
hermit, Matt Kelley, aged 40 years, was 
found in a bed of straw in a lonely 
shanty. It is supposed that Kelley hac 
died about Sunday, June 30th. Thi 
deceased was an eccentric wood-chopper 
addicted to the use of intoxicating liquor 
He had worked for William Cusaick in 
past years, but taking » notion to live 
alone, he caused a rude shanty to be rig 
ged up on the «>dge of the farm in the 
woods, and there he lived and died, wit] 
none to close his eyes. He cared not fo 
the society of men, and was so crabbed a 
times that soon people paid no attention 
to him and let him severely alone. Th< 
cause of his death is unknown. The bod; 
was found in a festering state Saturda; 
by two men, who went to the shanty for 
the purpose of securing Kelley's services 
in the harvest field. Coroner Bendnre 
was notified of the discovery, and he took 
a wagon, went to the scene and brought 
the remains to the city and placed them 
in the vault at the cemetery. An inquest 
was held, the jury returning the following 
verdict: 


In the matter of the inquisition on the 


body of Matt Kelley, deceased, held at 
the Cussick farm, on the 7th day of July, 
A. D. 1883, we, the undersigned jurors, 
sworn to inquire of the death of Matt 
Kelley, on oath do find that he came to 
his death by some unknown cause, after 
the examination of one witness, we the 
undersigned jurors, render the verdict 
"cause unknown."
